Detailed Action 

The preliminary amendment filed on 8-5-2003 has been entered. 

Objection to the Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because in Figs.7 and 8, "122" has not been 
described in the specification. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claims Objection 

Claims 1 -8 are objected to because of the following informalities: . 

(1) In claim 1, line 5, "said cutting surface" should read -said cutting portion-. 

(2) In claim 1, line 8, "said first axis of rotation" should read -said first axis of 
revolution-. Note line 6 of the claim. 

(3) In claim 3, line 1, "saw blade" should read -saw-. 

(4) In claim 6, line 4, "frusto-conical driver" should read -a frusto-conical driver-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

2. Claims 1 -5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
Indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 7-9, "a rotatable shaft rotatable about a second axis of rotaton 
which is generally transverse of said first axis of rotation but angularly offset by about 30* 
" is misleading. As disclosed and shown in the drawings, it is the angle portion 40 (see 
Fig.5) of the mounting member that is angled at an angle of about 30*'(see page 6 of the 
specification), the rotation axis of the rotatable shaft is not angularly offset by about 30** 
as now claimed. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

2. Claims 6-8 are objected to but would be allowable if amended to overcome the 
objection as set forth.
